Publications Earn Horiors 
In Catholic Press Survey 


Highest honors again were awarded 
to both the Courier and the Labarum 
in the annual Catholic School Press 
association survey. 

Top rating of ‘Magazine ‘of Distinc- 
tion” has been awarded to’ the Labar- 
um, and the college classification of 
“Newspaper of Distinction” was re- 
ceived by the Courier. Judging was 
based on editorial content, Catholicity, 
diffusion of the Catholic thought, 
style and make-up, 

The awards of distinction are the 
only competitive honors given in the 
CSPA survey. They indicate that the 
publications which received them were 
judged to be outstanding among All- 
Catholic entries. 

Last year’s Labarum was edited by 
Joan Madden and Marion Lifka.

The paintings, done in egg tempera, 
were designed to be placed in re- 
cessed panels in a pyramid grouping 
on a single wall of the chapel. Ac- 
cording to the artist, this arrangement 
places special emphasis on the Way 
of the Cross as a drama, building to 
the climax of Christ’s death on the 
cross. ; 

Demers used the egg tempera tech- 
nique employed by early Renaissance 
painters in the 14th century. Dry 
pigments, ground in water, were mixed 
with the yolk of an egg to bind the 
colors to the gesso (plaster) panels. 
Although extremely slow and pains- 
taking, the artist explained, the pro- 
cess results in a translucency and 
permanence of color which cannot 
be surpassed. 

Professor Demers, who teaches 
painting and art history here, is a 
graduate of Yale university and taught 
art at the Catholic University of 
America. 

In 1954 he received first prize in 
the annual Iowa Oil show.
